1. Finding 1 (Onsite/Offsite 316): Finding 1 (Onsite 316): Meal counts are
not being taken accurately at lunch in February at Upper Elementary. This
resulted in a $128.82 underclaim.

The School Food Authority (SFA) counted 314 on 02/14/19 when the
actual count totaled 344.
The School Food Authority (SFA) counted 351 on 02/22/19 when the
actual count totaled 351.
The above listed errors lead to an underclaim of 38 lunch meals. 7 CFR
210.8 Claims for Reimbursement states that the school food authority
shall establish internal controls which ensure the accuracy of meal counts
prior to the submission of the monthly Claim for Reimbursement.
This finding will result in a fiscal calculation at lunch.
